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CATS IN CLOVER 
by N. E. Hill 


Whenever our town friends come to 
stay I get a lecture about the farm cats. 

“But don’t you give them anything 
else?” they ask. “Is that all they get, just 
milk, and a few mice?” 

“A few mice.” 

I once tried to keep a count of the 
mice, rats, shrews, moles, occasional spar- 
rows and several other unidentified spe- 
cies, brought in by our purring vermin- 
squad. I believe some if those cats eat 
more meat than I do. And what's the 
matter with milk, anyway? 

They all get as much as they can drink 

an unbelievable quantity. If only I 
could fix up a little bar and sell them 
the stuff—but maybe they wouldn’t im- 
bibe so freely then. 

There is a move in Britain, by the Cat 
Protection League, to draw up a kind of 
“charter” for working cats, of which 
there are about a million who spend their 
lives in factories, wharehouses and down 
on the farm. 

I don’t know what goes on in stores 
and factories (although knowing some- 
thing about cats I could make a guess), 
but I have been on scores of farms and 
have yet to see the “mangy farm cat” of 
the storybooks, for farm cats, like their 
owners, may not have the very latest in 
plumbing but usually manage to live well 
for all that. 

True, they are often lean, but almost 
always in perfect condition, probably the 
hardiest members of a very tough race. 
Men whose livelihood depends on under- 
standing animals know that cats hunt for 
pleasure first and profit afterwards and 
a starving cat is seldom seen “working 
the barns” which is what they are kept 
for. About the only time you are likely 
to see a farm cat emaciated, with a lack-

luster coat is when it is suckling a large 
litter—nobody knows how large because 
nobody can find it. 

Rest assured however that as soon as 
they are old enough, with a little help 
from Mother, all the kittens will mirac- 
ulously find their way to the dairy, focal 
point in a farm cat’s life, there to dis- 
port themselves, get under everybody’s 
feet, know the terror of being nose to 
nose with a cow, be accidentally broomed 
out into the yard with the washing-out 
water and—what makes it all worth 
while—to know the ecstasy of a dish of 
warm cows milk which they have been 
expecting every minute for the last hour 
and a half. 

At this stage their nuisance rating is 
more than balanced by their entertain- 
ment value and in any case the most ef- 
ficient ratcatcher in the world is a good 
catta with a brood of hungry kittens con- 
stantly on her mind. 

Farmers are the largest section of the 
community to keep cats on a wholesale 
basis. Right now we have twelve, nine of 
which are kittens of various ages and 
most of them are products of the other 
three. 

We have no adult toms and everyone 
is happy, including our cats, for toms, 
true Victorian patriarchs, do very little 
except drink more than their share of the 
milk, and the mothers know that when- 
ever they feel inclined to take a husband 
again, bush telegraph will soon bring 
along three or four presentable escorts 
from neighboring cottages. 

The most noticeable thing about cats 
in the mass is that they are all individ- 
uals with great differences of tempera- 
ment even in the same family. Some are 
good-natured. Some are _ bad-tempered. 
Some are good mothers and others, I 
fear, are very bad mothers, being quite 
unable to count above two, which is a 
handicap when you are given to having 
four or five children at a time. Fortun- 
ately a community of farm cats is rather 
like one of those old-fashioned nineteenth 
century families which always had a 
couple of spare aunts around to help look 
after the children. 

For years we had an old queen who 
was very good at this. Nobody knew her 
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age but she must have been about twenty 
years old when she died. She was called 
“Stumpy” because she had lost a fore- 
paw in a trap many years before, so long 
ago that one could not now imagine her 
with four legs like any ordinary cat. 
Somehow she would have lost all her 
personality. 

All cats express themselves in the way 
they walk. They can convey almost any 
emotion, anger, smug pleasure or dis- 
dain with a natural ease born from cen- 
turies of being—well, just cats, I sup- 
pose. Stumpy used her affliction to be- 
come a “character”, hopping about with 
all the endearing villainy of Long John 
Silver. 

She was bad-tempered with the other 
cats, who were scared stiff of her, but 
she was obviously “dear old Grandma” 
to all the kittens. Any of them could be 
thoroughly disrespectful without incur- 
ring so much as a boxed ear. She would 
nurse them for hours, protect them from 
various dangers, round them up at milk- 
ing-time and could even be seen stalking 
about after their mothers, apparently giv- 
ing a stern lecture on the responsibilities 
of motherhood. 

And just how much time it all took 
I never realized until she died and I 
sometimes had to do it myself, for hunt- 
ing is an hereditary skill in cats, some 
strains being much better at it than oth- 
ers and some of the really keen girls are 
so devoted to their careers that, having 
already taken several hours off to give 
birth, they really-do-not-feel-they-can- 
spare-any-more-time-etc. etc. 

That’s where Stumpy was so useful. 
She knew all the rich, feline vocabulary 
including proper terms of abuse. It gave 
her a power of command over the tribe 
which I can never possess. 

Like most adult farm cats she had her 
spasms of “going wild” when she would 
disappear for a week or more. Anyone 
working out in the fields might come 
upon her by some hedgerow waiting pa- 
tiently for a rabbit to emerge or crouch- 
ing, one paw raised, stalking a field 
mouse. 

At such times farm cats usually ignore 
any humans present and are best left

THE MOST HAPPY FELLAS 
OF CATTERY ROW 


by Helen Ellsberg 


At the Beaver Cattery I looked down 
the row of wire-covered pens. In the first 
two, glossy-coated Burmese and Abys- 
sinians dozed in the sun, relaxed as velvet 
rags. 

Two young Siamese erupted from a 
small door in the back of the third pen 
and engaged in a mad chase involving 
long leaps from one platform to the other, 
a dash across the grassy floor, a wild 
scramble up the tree stump, and a fierce 
tussle back on platform number one—the 
sort of feline horse-play so dear to the 
hearts of all cats (Siamese in particular), 
but which must remain forever a Utopian 
dream to most cattery dwellers. 

“What happy, healthy-looking crea- 
tures,” I thought. “No wonder they win 
all those ribbons and trophies.” 

Ernestine Beaver’s cats are well-known 
throughout the West for their impressive 
show records, but few who have seen 
them realize what careful attention has 
given to provide them with a pleasant 
home life. 

The cage-playpen combination shown 
on these pages is the most important fac- 
tor. The cages themselves are plain and 
inexpensively built. What distinguishes 
them is a 9X10 inch hole in the back 
wall. This is the opening for a tunnel 
which connects the cages to the playpens. 

When a cat walks through the tunnel, 
he comes out upon a platform in a wire- 
covered enclosure containing everything 
most needed to make a cat’s life enjoya- 
ble. The floors of the pens are sown to 
grass, with one corner a square of bare, 
soft earth for a comfort station. Tall tree 
stumps serve as claw sharpeners, a place 
to satisfy that urge to climb, and a high 
vantage point on which to sit and see 
what’s going on in the world, or to watch 
for Mrs. Beaver approaching with the 
food pan, come supper time. 

Most of the pens have at least three of 
the wooden shelves, or platforms, at dif- 
ferent levels. These serve several pur- 
poses. If there are two or three cats in a 
cage, it gives each one a place to lie in 





the sun. It gives the cats exercise leaping 
from one to the other, and on rainy days, 
they can get outside for exercise without 
getting down in the wet grass. 

There is a space of twenty inches be- 
tween the pens and yards. The tunnels 
have a latched door on each end, so that 
the cats may be restricted to either area 
—cage or pen. The tunnels are covered 
with tar paper so that they do not leak 
or become damp when it rains. 

The pens are six feet high, five feet 
wide, and eight feet long. There is a 
twelve-inch board base, and the space be- 
tween this base and the lathe roof is cov- 
ered with one-inch mesh chicken wire 
over a 2”X2” frame. The large entrance 
door is placed above the base, making it 
less convenient for an adventurous kitty 
to run out between one’s feet. 

The tree stumps have been acquired 
from large branches of trees which have 
been cut down or trimmed. 

Pens of this type can be as plain or as 
elaborate as anyone wishes to make them. 
Actually, they could be constructed 
largely from scrap lumber, as so many 
short pieces are needed for the tunnels 
and platforms. 

Mrs. Beaver’s cattery is in Downey, 
California, a suburb of Los Angeles. In 
this climate she prefers the lathe roofs 
for the pens. In sections of the country 
where there is more rain or snow, a solid 
roof would probably be more satisfactory. 

But however the pen is built, if it gives 
a cattery cat a place to sun himself, to 
chew a blade of grass now and then, to 
dig tidily in a bit of soft earth, to sharpen 
his claws and indulge in some vigorous 
exercise, he will be a healthier, happier 
cat. 

The planning which provides these ma- 
terial luxuries for cats has not overlooked 
the even more important need of human 
afiection and companionship. Whether 
destined to be cherished pets or honored 
show specimens, all develop their in- 
dividual personalities to the fullest through 


the constant love and attention of Mrs. 
Beaver. 
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Sunlight, shelf, scratching-post, green grass—all invite this Abyssinian 
to leave his cooped-in living room and get outdoors.

Another annih‘letion-if-possibl* legisla- 
tive ordeal for cats from coast to coast 
is faced for 1957. You responded well to 
the threat in the State Legislatures two 
years ago; this year there will be greater 
demands, demands we can not fail to meet 
in the Cats Crusade. 

Gertrude Charny, who has for more 
than a decade spent all (and I do mean 
ALL) of her time and energies in battling 
for the destruction of cats by legislative 
or other methods, has already opened the 
fight in Massachusetts and elsewhere. 

After humiliating defeats in Illinois, she 
moved to Santa Barbara, California, but 
she operates wherever she senses a weak- 
ness in the cat front. She has sent her 
appeals for funds to the public, and has 
been able to raise enough to offer a $1000 
award to anyone who can put over a 
“marauding cat” bill in any state legis- 
lature. In private letters to “Friends of 
the Birds” folks she has advocated secretly 
placing cat traps near the homes of neigh- 
bors to trap their pets and viciously kill 
them. 

It is not too difficult for her to raise 
funds in flush America. Most of the popu- 
lation ranges from indifference to cats to 
active hatred of them—and many cat 
lovers have not bothered to expose, even 
to themselves, the twin fallacies that the 
cat is an important enemy of birds, and 
that birds themselves are of supreme 
benefit to agriculture. As proved many 
times, neither of these beliefs holds up 
under impartial examination. 

It is even quite common for uninformed 
cat lovers to commit the greatest error 
To mike 
excuses for a lot of imagined faults cats 
have never porsessed. 


pm ssible—to ayx logize for cats! 


It was in response to the serious threat 
of two years ago that for the first time, 
to my knowledge. readers of Cats Mag- 
azine responded adequately enough to per- 
mit us to succeed from coast to coast in 
defeating the many Charny bills in the 
various state legislatures. 

For 1957 we will need more help of 
every kind. A strong development in our 
favor is that the Fancy—both individual 
fanciers and clubs—has been among the 
most ardent financial supporters in defeat- 
ing adverse cat legislation. The truth is 
everywhere realized that what hampers 
and hamstrings the “Happenstance” cats 
is quickly reflected in the Fancy. As an 
individual instance: Gertrude Charny 
would herself (and she asks other to do 
the same) secretly trap and destroy a 
purebred cat just as quickly as a Happen- 
stance Furbaby. (At least, I have a letter 
signed by her to that effect.) 

Yes, we are going to need an abundance 
of money for the 1957 campaign, but every 
cent will be handled to get the most for 
cats in all the ways open to us, and need- 
less to say, none of us in Federated Group 


which is handling the fight will receive 
any pay for our services. 

The Federated Group, Inc., was founded 
by Alice-in-Catland Clark for just such 
purposes as this. All funds should be 
sent to Mrs. Alice M. Clark, founder- 
secretary-treasurer, 98 Lakewood Avenue, 
San Francisco 27, Cailfornia, and all will 
be used in your behalf wherever the anti- 
cat forces threaten our pets. 

We have just the right pro-cat data 
available, and with your help it will be 
printed in convenient handbooks to be 
placed in the hands of workers as The 
Cats’ Bill of Rights. This will be most 
effective in putting the correct informa- 
tion on cats where it is most needed now. 

Cooperation in gathering information is 
also needed in every state in the nation. 
In addition to money contributions, all 
cat lovers can help by sending to me at 
Jeaumont, California, clippings and other 
information on any likely legislative moves 
or any matters concerning the welfare of 
cats. 

I hope to see the time when Animal 
Birth Control (sometimes called Preven- 
tion of Surplus Animals) will minimize 
most of the serious problems of cats and 
dogs. For the present, however, only a 
constant alert can keep any degree of 
safety. Twice within a little over a year 
cats have been soaked in alcohol and gas- 
oline and burned. In neither case was 
there any punishment, and the judges 
both gave suspended sentences. 

Let’s be candid—the cat is more tol- 
erated than formerly but she still has few 
friends among the general public who care 
enough to do anything. It is up to you 
and me and the readers of Cats Maga- 
zine and their friends. If each club will 
contribute and all individuals give a mite, 
we can continue the success of the past 
ten years in the state legislatures.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 


Last month we discussed all the steps 
leading up to the great moment when a 
new family of kittens makes its debut 
into the world. Now the actual birth is 
about to take place, and we are ready to 
help you prepare for the part you can 
play in helping your mother cat at this 
crucial time. 


THE BIRTHS 


When the long-awaited moment comes, 
the mother will begin to bear down in 
earnest and the first kitten will be born. 
You must immediately look to see that 
the mother clears away the sac enclosing 
the head of the kitten. If she does not 
know how to perform this duty as yet, 
take a piece of cloth and you will find you 
can easily wipe the sac away. This is ex- 
tremely important, for if it is not done, 
the kitten will surely suffocate. 

Next, see to it that the mother severs 
the kitten’s naval cord from the afterbirth. 
If she doesn’t, use a pair of sterilized 
scissors to do the job, cutting the cord 
approximately one and a half inches from 
the stomach of the kitten. When you do 
this, you will notice blood gush out from 
the opening. Take your fingers and pinch 
the end of the cord, holding it for a mo- 
ment or two so that it will stick together. 
If you think it necessary, you may also 
take a piece of sterilized string and tie 
the cord near the end to prevent it from 
coming open. As a precaution, paint the 
end of the cord with Isodine to prevent 
any possible infection. 

Now, taken the newly born kitten away 
from the mother, and with the aid of a 
sterile, lint-free cloth quickly dry it off. 
While you are doing this, do not be afraid 
to rub a little briskly, for that will help to 
start the breathing, and aid the kitten in 
coming to “life” in good order. The first 
tinkling cry will be heard, and you are 
then sure that the little tyke is here to 
stay. 

To keep the kittens warm until they 
are dry, you will need a separate card- 
board box, partially covered, containing 
either a heating pad or a cloth-covered 
hot water bottle. There they will be out of 
harm’s way, and even though they may cry 
a little, it is not an indication that any- 
thing is wrong. Usually, they will just lie 
there resting and keeping quiet. 

While you are thus taking care of each 
kitten, the afterbirth will come, and the 
mother will attempt to devour it. I think 
this is an unnecessary chore for her, and 
one which you can eliminate. Take it 
away from her—she will never miss it,

and will then begin to tidy-up herself. 
Occasionally the afterbirth will be ex- 
pelled directly after the kitten, and you 
will find that this will make your job 
much easier. 

Sometimes after a kitten is born, it will 
still be too close to the mother for you 
to safely cut the cord. In this case, you 
must still immediately remove the sac, 
but wait quietly, and do not touch the 
cord until the mother has released the 
afterbirth. Do not allow her to become 
panicky, but soothe her with gentle words 
and pet her. Try to support the kitten 
with your hand to prevent rupture of the 
navel cord. The two of you can help each 
other all the way through. 

If all goes well, there will generally be 
from ten to thirty minutes between births. 
Of course, this will vary, and I have had 
some cats give birth to one kitten im- 
mediately after another, while others have 
taken as long as six hours between each 
birth. Even once, to my astonishment, I 
had a boy born one day, and its brother 
the next. Anything can happen, so you 
must not apply a set rule as to the timing 
of births. 

I think it best to withhold the newly 
born kittens from the mother until I am 
sure she has finished and has had time 
to clean up. However, if an interval gives 
promise of being a lengthy one, I allow 
her to have the kittens temporarily, tak- 
ing them away at the first sign of another 
birth, for they could easily be trampled 
or crushed in the mother’s anxiety to 
bring forth the next arrival. After the 
births, the new mama will be quite thirsty, 
so give her some fresh cool water. She 
will probably be hungry, too, and you may 
feed her all she wants. 

Thus far, we have been concerned with 
normal births. However, some will occur 
which will cause unwarranted trouble. 
For this you must be prepared. Usually, a 
kitten is born head first. A breech birth— 
that is to say, with hindquarters first— 
is more difficult for the mother to deliver. 
It can be very painful, and your cat will 
cry out loudly and want to run around in 
circles. You can best help by keeping her 
as quiet as possible, and by caressing her 
and talking to her—all the time holding the 
half-emerged kitten in your other hand. 
Watch her closely and when she begins 
to bear down, try to very, very gently 
remove the kitten. Under no circumstances 
are you to pull strongly or jerk the 
kitten, for that can lead to extremely 
serious trouble. You see, the pelvic muscles 
have a pushing action; should you try 
pulling you reverse the procedure, causing 
the muscles to contract and the opening 
to get smaller. If your first gentle assist 
does not help, just wait until the next 
time the mother cat makes another effort 
to bring the kitten through. It is very 
seldom that the services of the veterinarian 
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are required for this condition, and while 
it all may sound very complicated, I would 
still class it under the heading of a normal 
birth and feel it is nothing to really get 
excited about. 

Once in a while a cat is so strong that 
when she bears down the kitten will be 
so forcibly ejected that a rupture of the 
navel results because the umbilical cord 
was stretched beyond its limits. If this 
happens, the internal organs of the kitten 
will come through the rupture. It is next 
to impossible to save a kitten in this con- 
dition, and it is best to help it out of its 
misery by putting it to sleep with chloro- 
form. The correct way to do this is to 
pour some chloroform on cotton. Place 
this in a small box with the kitten and 
do not cover the box. In that way, the 
kitten will inhale the fumes and very 
mercifully go to sleep, never to awaken. 
Do not cover the box for then the kitten 
will die of suffocation, a terrible death. 

Should one of the newly born kittens 
fail to respond to life, take it and rough it 
up a bit. Blow into its mouth and use 
artificial respiration by gently squeezing 
and relaxing its chest. Occasionally, that 
certain something that starts life is de- 
layed, and it is up to you to help get it 
going. As you will have noticed, the birth 
of kittens closely follows that of humans, 
and many of the same troubles and treat- 
ments apply. 

One of the more difficult births is that 
of a kitten already dead within the uterus. 
It is very hard for the mother to expel 
such a kitten, for she has no help such 
as that given by live kits who will usually 
wriggle around and so assist in the 
journey to the outer world. Much more 
time and effort will be involved in this 
birth. However, generally speaking, dead 
kittens will be expelled. But if you feel 
it is hopeless, consult with your vet. 

In fact, it is wise to always keep in 
touch with your local veterinarian and 
let him know when you are expecting 
the arrivals. If you notice at any time that 
all is not well, take the expectant mother 
to him, and he will advise you as to the 
proper procedure. Perhaps the kittens are 
too large to pass through the pelvis of 
the mother, or they may be caught in the 
horrfs in their attempt to pass through the 
uterus. One of the sacs may be perma- 
nently attached to the wall of the horn, 
and there may be other reasons which 
only the doctor can identify that would 
prevent a normal delivery. In such cases 
as the above, he will probably advise 
a Cesarean section. If he does, arrange to 
be there during the operation, for it is 
quite a job and you may be needed to 
care for the kits while he continues with 
the task of fixing up the mother. When 
the operation is completed, it will usually 
be best to take the mother and the kittens 
home with you, for in most cases you will 
have more time than the doctor to take 
care of the patient. 

After an operation of this kind you 
must take it upon yourself to feed the 
kittens. This must be done in all cases for 
at least a twenty-four hour period, be- 


cause the mother will still be under the 
effects of the anesthetic. Even after that, 
she may not be able to produce milk for 
the kits, leaving you to take care of them 
from then on. One of the best means of 
accomplishing this is to employ a wet 
nurse, that is, another cat who is nursing 
kittens. She will in all probability take 
yours without any difficulty. However, it 
is wise to be sure, and one way to do this 
is to rub the kittens against the new 
mother and let some of her milk run over 
the kittens. She will begin to wash them 
and will believe they are hers and were 
only misplaced. In the event a nursing 
cat is not available you can easily supply 
them with nourishment with the use of 
either of the following formulas. One 
tablespoon of Olac to one and one half 
tablespoons of water. Or, one tablespoon 
of Carnation milk to one tablespoon of 
water. The water should be thoroughly 
boiled in either case. Feed this, warmed, 
by means of a dropper (the plastic vari- 
ety) every two hours. It is also necessary 
to take a piece of cotton and gently rub 
the rear organs of each kitten to make 
them function. Do this faithfully at the 
time of each feeding. You have probably 
noticed how a mother cat seems to clean 
the rear ends of the kittens more than 
any other part. This is done on purpose, 
for young kittens cannot eliminate the 
waste matter for themselves and the 
mother cat, or you, must see to it that 
this chore is done. 

Even when kittens are being born, if 
there is a long time between births, they 
may cry constantly and since the mother 
does not have her milk as yet, you can 
resort to feeding them with the above 
formula and also taking care of the waste. 
This will quiet them and also relieve the 
mother cat of any anxiety. 


THE LIGHTER SIDE 


Having kittens is not always as serious 
a problem as it seems to be, for there 
will be many times when some very 
amusing incidents will arise to cause a 
chuckle or two. I find this especially so 
when about a week before the arrivals 
the mother cat will follow me wherever 
I go, never leaving me out of her sight. 
She will be constantly by my side and 
I must be very careful not to injure her 
in any way. I then get my maternity cage 
and place it in such a way that she can 
observe me at most times or know that I 
am quite near even though she cannot see 
me. The mothers-to-be do this because 
they know I am going to help them and 
want to be sure that I know the time is 
very near at hand. 

A mother-to-be for the first time will 
surely be bewildered and will need all 
your help and confidence. I recall sitting 
beside one of mine waiting to begin pro- 
duction who, every time she gave an itzy- 
bitzy push, would look around to see if 
anything had happened. I would pat her 
on the head and say—“Come on darlin’, 
you'll have to push a little harder than

that”. Of course, the labor pains soon 
became more severe and the kittens did 
appear. 

Sometimes new mothers will look at 
their family without any idea on what to 
do next. After it is all over and you 
return the three or four babies to them 
they will look up at you so pitifully as 
if asking you to show them what to do 
with these strange, squirming, little 
things. I gently lay the mother down on 
her side and place the kittens to the 
nipples. Usually, from then on things 
work out quiet well. Incidentally, you 
should clear away the fur from the nipples 
beforehand so that the babies won't have 
any trouble finding them. 

Another of my cats will present me 
with each kitten and look at me as if to 
say—"“Well, here they are, it is you who 
wanted them, now take care of them”. 
She will go about cleaning herself and 
will have nothing to do with the “bundles 
from heaven” until she is_ spotless. 
Only then, will she condescend to take 
them. 

Other cats may have a little trouble 
learning how to snuggle around all the 
babies at one time. There are times when 
one of the babies will get behind them and 
kick up an awful fuss. You will have to 
hurry up and get them all straightened 
around again. Sometimes while you are 
doing this the mother cat will think you 
are coming to pet her and will rise to her 
feet. The hubbub and clamor raised then 
is really something. 

You really need not have any fear about 
being a Midwife, for I am sure that with 
the help given here you will be able to 
handle the situation very capably. One last 
bit of advice—do not let the mother cat 
see you are nervous. Keep calm and do 
not show any outward signs of excitement 
for she will surely notice this and become 
frightened herself. 

CONCLUSION 

Am I glad when it’s all over? I cer- 
tainly am. The tension that is built up 
as time goes on can be terrific. Not only 
that of helping trying to ward off any 
serious complication, but the waiting to 
see what you are given is really an ex- 
perience. However, it is always nice to 
know you have helped and that the job 
was well done. Yes, when the mother and 
babies settle down to normal she will 
look up at you as if to say—“Thanks 
mommy, all is well now and you can go 
to sleep.” Only then, can you use that 
worn out but very welcome hospital 
phrase—“MOTHER AND _ BABIES, 
ALL DOING FINE.”

As one party 
put it, “I am just numb, and I have to keep 
moving or I will fall asleep just standing 
still.” No one can possibly get the enjoyment 
out of a show that we so eagerly plan for 
under these circumstances. 

The Philadelphia Show on Oct. 26—27th was 
no hardship as everyone had two weeks to pull 
themselves together. This also was a four-point 
show. 

There should be at least two weeks between 
shows—better still, three or four weeks. It's 
rough on the exhibitors’ budgets, but it’s 
rougher on the cats cooped up in carriers hour 
on hour and penned in cages where they have 
only enough room to take a half a stretch at 
a time. Their normal functions are interfered 
with and I have known cats that have started 
out on a two-day show and have waited til} 
they got home to relieve themselves. 

Now who is to blame? Not the Secretary 
of the Association granting the Sanction for 
a specific date, all she has to do is to keep 
her association show dates from conflicting. 
These are just “‘maybe’s”

Too many Shows 
Maybe one association is the answer, assigning 
a show date for each area—one a month. These 
are only maybe’s, anyone got answers? 

Frankly, the fault is in each club itself. There 
should be more courtesy and _ consideration 
shown members of another club in one’s area, 
whether it is your club’s “beloved association” 
or not. Show season has followed a routine 
pattern for years, you could mark your calendar 
—Oct., Nov., Dec, and so on into the spring 
months, but no more. Now everyone is jumping 
the gun to get away from the bad weather 
after the first of the year, and if the gun goes 
off and shoots some one in the back, So What? 

Cut-Throat Show Business is all you can 
call it, and if it still persists I think that some 
clubs will find that instead of bettering them- 
selves they are only cutting their own throats. 

Think it over, Clubs. We all want to put 
on good shows, have fun and enjoy them, to 
be fair to our cats, and to show some semblance 
of courtesy and consideration for our fellow 
clubs. Pick yourself a permanent show date, 
and remember—‘nor rain, nor snow” has ever 
stopped a cat fancier, either!

My Persian cat just had her first litter of kittens. When they 
were two weeks old, I had to take them away from her. Her milk 
glands swelled beyond normal and she had no milk. With her 
next litter, should I expect the same condition? Is there any 
remedy for this?

With only two kittens nursing they may not have been able 
to take all of the milk she was producing. The resultant pressure 
of the milk in the breasts would create swelling and also tend to 
stop the flow of milk. If the same condition of just two kittens 
nursing should happen again, it might help to relieve the mother 
of some of the excess milk by squeezing it from her breasts to 
prevent too great accumulation in the glands. 


I have a big healthy tom, five years old, who periodically gets 
a lower lip swelling that makes me as unhappy as I know it must 
make him. Tim’s diet is fresh veal, plus a daily feeding of canned 
food along with his half-milk, half-cream liquid quota. Do you 
have any idea what may cause his lip to swell? 
—Anne M. Anderson

This swelling of the point of the lower lip is apparently caused 
by some irritation to the part and there is resulting edema. ] 
know of no medication to aid this condition. Time will allow the 
tissues to heal. It may help to have Timothy's teeth checked. 


My cat has a stubborn skin condition—tiny scablike lesions 
which spread from the head and neck area to entire body, causing 
the cat to scratch and lick constantly. I should like to try 
Malucidin, discussed by Leon F. Whitney D. V. M., in the 
September Cats Magazine but my local veterinarian cannot 
obtain it.

My Siamese male, two years cld, is giving me considerable 
trouble. He goes to his sanitary pan but does not do anything. 
Our veterinarian thinks it s gall stones and is treating him for 
this. At present I am feeding him a prescription diet but he 
won't eat it. Can you suggest anything?

Wintry winds driving you frantic? The 
old adage, “It is an ill wind that blows no 
one good,” seems to hold true out in Iowa. 
The Boone News-Republican has an arti- 
cle about a kitten, sole survivor of a 
litter that somebody dumped out near the 
YWCA camp. 

Mrs. Mary Wenner, 715 45th Place, 
Des Moines, wrote to the paper about 
Puddles, the self-same kitten. Her daugh- 
ter, Carolynn, was a counselor at the camp 
last year and on one of the walks, came 
upon the abandoned litter. There was only 
one still alive—she took it back to the camp 
and kept it alive by feeding it milk. She 
had no bottle so she used cotton and 
dipped it in the warm milk. 

Camp over, she took her charge home 
with her and he grew into a beautiful jet- 
black cat. When the Hawkeye Cat show 
opened, he was entered as a Household 
Pet, and won first prize as well as Best 
of Color. He also went home with a sil- 
ver tray for being the best Shorthair cat. 

They entered him again this year where 
he made more important wins and received 
his red white and blue Champion ribbon. 
This brings his trophies up to five first 
ribbons and a tray. Not at all bad for a 
kitten who started out life as a stray left 
to die The very cruel persons who tried 
to kill didn’t know they had thrown away 
a champion. 

Speaking of shows—did you read of the 
Londoner who stole all the prize ribbons 
at Britain’s National Cat Show, pinned 
them on his own cat’s cage and then 
dumped a can of cat food on the judges 
when they complained? 

The Greensboro, North Carolina, News 
reporting the episode, went on to say that 
most cat owners are the most reasonable 
of people. Just by owning a cat, one dem- 
onstrates a middle of the road attitude. He 
agrees to the contract knowing that the 
cat reserves freedom to act in defense of 
its vital interest without prior consulta- 
tion. 

“The cat owner must play the role of 
a Hammarskjold, negotiating with a 
feline Nasser who insists on laying down 
terms of the agreement—what it will eat, 
when it will eat and where it will sleep 
and sit.

The Cleveland News 
relates in its columns the efforts of Cole- 
man Kirchner of that city to get a neigh- 
borhood tom cat from under the founda- 
tion of his house. All entreaties and at- 
tempts of the human race failed to dis- 
lodge him. 

A neighbor, Mrs. Strasbourger, sug- 
gested they send her cat, Mitzi, in after 


him for the tom had quite a reputation as 
being a lady’s man. Mitzi went in—and 
she didn’t come out. 

Mrs. Strasbourger had another cat with 
whom the imprisoned cat fought on every 
occasion. Perhaps they would come out 
fighting ? Out is out—no matter how. 

This cat, Charlie by name, was sent in. 

The question in Cleveland Heights 
around the Blanche Road district is how 
do you get three cats from under a house:

Apparently, a cat had taken a self-con- 
ducted tour of the plant and while investi- 
gating a three-inch space behind a steel 
girder had fallen 30 feet down an eight- 
inch wide shaft to the floor below. 

An employee heard the cries and led a 
rescue squad to the opening through which 
the cat had fallen. They lowered cups of 
water and fresh liver and from the rate 
the liver was devoured, they decided the 
cat hadn’t suffered much damage. 

Refusing to come up on a cheesecloth 
rope they lowered, the cat’s survival de- 
pended on cutting a hole through the 
steel girder on the lower floor. While the 
torch was in operation, they squirted 
water down the girder from above to keep 
the cat cool. 

With freedom before, it the poor puss 
was either too frightened to move or too 
vain to be seen in her deplorable state and 
would not budge. When her rescuers 
checked later, this wayfarer had taken to 
her heels and no one ever did see the cat 
they had freed. 

It is still a wonderful world when busy 
people will take the time and the trouble 
to help an animal. It is equally wonderful 
when an animal will make the effort to let 
people know they care too. 

Old Tabby certainly must have a warm 
spot for the folks at the L. J. Norby Com- 
pany for every winter for the last five 
years she makes a pilgrimage from some- 
where to spend the coldest months of the 
year with them. 

The staff at Norby’s told the reporter 
of the Detroit Lakes, Minnesota, Record 
that they can remember for at least five
